In the seventh Annual Report of the Trustees of the 
Institute, for the year 1858, it was announced that a new 
system had been adopted, under which nearly all the active 
direction and control of affairs devolved upon the Lyceum and 
Library Committee. That this " nearly ” should have read 
“ quite,” is evident by an enumeration of the duties of that 
Committee. They were to have “ the entire charge of the 
Library and of the courses of Lectures, and the appropriation 
and disbursement of all the income of the funds of the Insti- 
tute.” The worthy chairman of the Board of trustees, (fra- 
grant is the memory of his kindly countenance and genial 
ways,) very tersely and truly adds to this announcement of 
transfer of authority : “ It will thus be seen that the Trus- 

tees can have but little to report upon to the Town which is 
not embraced in the Report of the Lyceum and Library Com- 
mittee.” Every writer of a Trustees’ Report since that year 
must have endorsed the worthy chairman’s statement with pe- 
culiar emphasis . It has seemed to the present writer at least, 
that not only the members doomed to write the Report, but the 
whole Board of Trustees stood in very much the same relation 
to the real managers of the affairs of the Institute, that the 
drum major does to the band, lie occupies a leading position, 
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supplies a certain amount of show and dignity, hut is not at 
ail necessary to the production of the music. Willi a duo 
regard for the wisdom of his predecessors, and a wholesome 
awe ot disturbing long established precedents, the writer hum- 
bly ventures to dissent from their view of this delegation of 
the duties imposed upon the Hoard by the spirit of the Letter 
of Gift of Mr. Peabody. In that Letter the term •• Com- 
mittee is applied to the governing board itself, to those taking 
linage of the trust the Trustees. The town at its meeting 
- unitary 28. 18/52, added a Committee of twelve to serve and 
assist the Hoard, and, although the vote was that this new 
Committee SHALL perform certain duties, the meaning was 
undoubtedly M ir, as appears from the addition of the words, 

“ " nd „ 8Uch otl,er dulie « as Committee shall assign to 
them. A mistaken interpretation of this vote of the Town 
and the singular action of the Trustees of 1858. have brought 
about the present curious and anomalous relations of the officers 
i the Institute. I he principals having appointed their agents 
at the beginning of term year cannot, in „,,y degree regulate 
or ever mquire into, the workings of the machine they hfve set’ 
n motion. I he Lyceum and Library Committee became dc 
facto, the Hoard of Trustees, and exclusive managers of ti e 

entire operation of the institute. Whenever as ha- 
occurred, the Chairmanship of each of these important Co T 
fees ,s vested in one person, should that o

unanswered problem, how is It with a 7‘ ° * h ® h,therto 

•t, »ith a profuse expenditure of 
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money, yearly additions to the volumes of the Library, and 
with a constantly increasing population, the number of borrow- 
ers and readers steadily lessens, year by year. Would it be 
singular if there was a wide-spread popular belief that there 
was a tendency to exclusiveness in the management of the 
Institute, that materially diminished popular interest in, and 
sympathy with its noble mission? Far be it from the mind of 
the writer to undervalue the services of those worthy members 
of the Committees, past or present, who have served so long 
and well in their respective capacities. r lhe public are their 
debtors for their valuable services, and for the many improve- 
ments in their departments. Yet it is probable that a strict 
limitation of their term of office to a number of years not ex- 
ceeding that of the term of a Trustee would afford more general 
satisfaction and tend to awaken more general interest in the 
affairs of the Institute, as there are doubtless scores of worthy 
and capable young men in the town who would highly value 
such an appointment. 

At the risk, too, of differing with many of his more experi- 
enced associates, the writer feels compelled to coincide with 
the views hinted in the following report of the chairman of the 
Lyceum and Library Committee, in regard to the accumulation 
of the lleserve Fund of the institution. He is of opinion that 
the wise forethought which established the Fund never intended 
a rigid and unreasoning application of the rule then agreed 
upon that “the fund and all its accumulation be set apart as a 
reserved fund until some organic change in or permanent addi- 
tion to the Institute or until some great emergency arise. 
An extreme construction of this vote, would allow the func to 
accumulate to hundreds of thousands of dollars while the pres- 
ent generation were deprived of what may be teime( t ie 
literary necessities of life. With a full insurance upon the 
property of the Institute ; with land enough ; ^ith amp e 
in the present Hall for future shelf facilities, it is difficult to 


imagine such an emergency as Mo strict a rendering of the 
vote of 18 70 would require. So far as ordinary Judgment can 
avail, there would seem to be no danger in the addition of the 
interest of the present fund to the working funds of the insti- 
tute, at least tor some years. To say nothing of the desirabil- 
ity of adding to tbe Library a larger proportion of valuable 
current literature, than is now possible, the times are ripe for 
an increased expenditure for the yearly Course of Lec tures.. 

I he greatly enlarged and improved accommodation afforded 
by the .New Town Nall, and the consequent marked addition 
or revival of popular interest in the Course, call for a response 
from the authorities of the Institute, if within the bounds of 
possibility, and who can doubt that the gain to the citizens will 
be greater than that resulting from hoarding the reserve fund 
tor an indefinite term of years. With some suggestion. i„ 
regard to the issuing of books the writer will eh,,,. u i „, u 
strong suspicion that one of his notions will be carried out viz 
ie one term idea, so far as it applies to himself!

from the French as Numa Roumestan. 

However classic this reading may be held, its influence must 
be more or less injurious to certain stages of mental develop- 
ment. Per contra, such palatable and profitable mental food 
as is afforded by the popular magazines Harpers, Century, etc., 
should be placed within easy reach of every borrower, and there 
slioule be no further complaint of a lack of a sufficient number 
of sets of these valuable adjuncts to any library, even if it should 
require encroachment upon the reserve fund to do it. 1 he 
whole force and influence of this institution cannot be more 
profitably employed than in contesting for the possession of the 
minds of the coming generations, with the floods of evil literature 
that pour forth from so many polluted sources, almost every 
news stand furnishing means for more mental corruption than 
all the good books in the world can overcome, when once the 
appetite for vicious reading has been formed. In this, as in 
other moral reforms, the only chance for victory for the right, 
lies in getting first possession of the battlefield. 

Though these observations deal so little in the indiscriminate 
adulation of their subject, so frequent, of this kind of literature, 
it must not be inferred that the writer does not fully appreciate 
the scope and degree of the work of the noble Institution, for 
which he has the honor to speak. No one can be more alive 
to its importance and beneficient possibilities. One of the 
few bulwarks of society against the fierce attacks of the powers 
of vice and crime it should receive the heartiest support of every 
good citizen. 

Upon our free educational institutions rests the only hope of 
future triumph over the deadly influences of the gaming saloon 
and the dram shop. Therefore we may well cherish our grand 

old Institution of “Good Words" and make it our profound 

study to increase its elevating influences— to learn how best to 
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make its Library and Lyceum Course the potent factors they 
ought to be in the great conflict that is continually going on 
between good and evil.

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Report of the Lyceum and Library Committee. 


To the Trustees of the Peabody Institute:— 


The annual report of the Lyceum and Library Committee, 
due, by the rules recently adopted, on the first of February in 
each year, is here presented for the year ending February, 
1884, together with the reports of officers and sub-committees 
usually accompanying it. 

Having had recent occasion, in behalf of this board, to rep- 
resent to°the Trustees the desirability of transferring the Peabody 
lectures from the hall of the Peabody Institute to that of the 
new town house, which recommendation was promptly carried 
into effect by the Trustees by arrangement with the town : we 
have now to say, that the experiment, tested by the last four 
lectures of the course, proved to be a most gratifying success. 
The details will he found in the report of the committee on 


lectures. 

We cannot refrain from taking this opportunity to express 
the pleasure we feel at the prospect, that the attendance at the 
Institute lectures will once more represent not only the popula- 
tion but in a more proper sense and more amply, the society, 
so to speak, of our goodly town. It had been well understood 
for many years, that the personal discomforts attending the 
inevitable struggle for seats in the old hall were so great, as to 
deter many citizens of advanced years, and those whose pres- 
ence coves tone and character to a public assembly in any com- 
munity, from making the attempt. It could hardly be expected 
that a sober citizen would consent to compromise Ins personal

We leave this subject to touch briefly upon another, which, 
without having been thus far much considered by our board, 
lias to some extent occupied the thoughts of its members. It 
will be noticed that allusion lias been made in the present and 
past reports of the committee on the I’eabody Library, to the 
fact of diminished resources at the command of the committee, 
not so much for keeping up with the current additions of the 
press of the day on the topics of general literature, science, 
art, etc. , etc., but to supply those gaps which yet exist, and 
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which must be filled in every large library if it would become 
well balanced in all its departments.' 

The general causes of the diminished income at our disposal 
are well understood, and most of them, from the nature of the 
case, must be permanent, but it is argued that this is not nec- 
essarily so with that part of the invested funds of the Institute 
the income of which yearly adds to the capital of the reserved 
fund. We would approach this subject with much caution, for 
no one can appreciate more fully than the writer of this report, 
the wisdom that provided for the commencement of that fund, 
or the importance of swelling its amount to a point that shall 
provide for all possible contingencies in the future history of 
the Institute. 

The question, then, is first, what is the limit beyond which it 
would no longer he useful or expedient to increase the reserved 
fund. We answer for ourselves that it has by no means yet 
been reached. The next question is, whether the rate of yearly 
increase at the present time is so large, that any part of the 
income of the reserved fund could be spared for yearly expen- 
diture for the departments under the charge of our board. In 
treating of this subject we do not consider any objections that 
may exist, if any, to such a disposal of any part of the income 
of the reserved fund, arising out of the action by which it was 
originally created, not having given that subject any examina- 
tion ; but, granting that the way is clear, desire to do no more 
at the present time than to call this subject to your attention, 
as one worthy of consideration, and to suggest that, to limit to 
some extent the rapidity of the increase of the reserved fund, 
might possibly be found to be a safe change. This view would 
be 'somewhat strengthened if the suggestion made above, of 
plans to avoid for a long time to come any increase in the 
building of the Institute, should prove upon examination to 
have any practical value.

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REPORT OF PEABODY LIBRARY COMMITTEE, 


To the Lyceum and Library Committee: — 

The committee on the Peabody Library report a year of con- 
tinued usefulness of the Library, marked by no special feature 
of change of management, though including substantial im- 
provements in the shelving and the facilities for borrowers, and 
especially in the great and successful labor of the Librarian in 
completing a working catalogue on the same plan as those 
previously 5 printed, for the use of those taking books from the 
Library. The extent of this work can he appreciated only by 
those who have attempted such an undertaking, and its cor- 
rectness and convenience are fully appreciated by those who 
have occasion to consult it. Although copied in manuscript 
by means of a copying pad, it is quite as legible as ordinary 
print ; and the method of its execution has been the means of a 

material saving of expense, which is specially important now 
that the income of the committee is so reduced. 

The circulation of books shows a slight gain over that ot the 
preceding year, the different departments maintaining about the 
same relative position, as appears by the Librarian’s report. 

The limited amount available for the purchase of new woks 
has rendered the duty of the committee in the selection of books 
a difficult one, and has made necessary the rejection ol many 
works which would have been of real value to the Library. 
The collection of books now in the Library is the result of con- 
stant care and exercise of judgment in selection, extending over 
many years. For a library such as this, more attention ought 
to be paid to the permanent value of books than to their imme- 
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diate popularity, or to' the citizens

To THE Lyceum and Library Committee:— 

The Lyceum Committee would respectfully report that the 
course of lectures consisted of eleven, which fully sustained the 
standard of past years. 

By direction of the Trustees the lectures were transferred 
to the New Town Hall at the close of the series given by Prof. 

^The opening night showed an attendance of one thousand 
people two hundred more than the seating capacity of the 
Institute Hall, while at the closing evening, consisting of 
.•Select Headings,” the number estimated to be present was 
placed at sixteen hundred, just double the number that could 
L accommodated at the Institute. The average mghtly at- 
tendance, at the very lowest, was one thousand persons. 

With comfortable seats, good ventilation and ample room, 

there came a large number of our people who had not been 
present at the lectures for years, and the Lyceum Committee 

have every reason to believe that if the lectures should be con- 
tinued to be held at the New Town Hall, a larger average at- 
tendance will be shown, and thus the benefits ansmg from the 
lectures, reach a larger number of our cit.zens.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Lyceum and Library Committee : — 

The fourth report of the present Librarian of the Peabody 
Library is respectfully submitted. 

In the last year’s report, the inconvenience of examining a 
large number of printed lists of books, added to the Library 
since the issue of the Supplement to the General Catalogue, was 

mentioned. . 

To obviate this inconvenience, a Finding List of the Acces- 
sions to the Library for the last five and a half-years, making 
a volume of 380 pages, has been prepared, in which the ar- 
rangement of the printed catalogue has been followed with this 
only change, the placing of the names of the books of Fiction 
and Juveniles, under the general title of Fiction and Juveniles 
instead of in the alphabetical order as in the printed catalogues. 

Six copies prepared by the Hectograph are placed on the 
borrowers’ tables and two others are supplied when needed. 

These tables are now lighted from above by gas jets, for the 
first time, giving the borrowers sufficient light to examine their 
catalogues with ease. 

A new case has been placed at the south end of the room and 
two others have been moved so that now all the cases at that 
end of the room are in conformity to the plan drawn soon after 

the enlargement of the building.
